In this w 
have been sustained, possibly, 
least, by the great mass of our citi 
zons. But there are duties in thi 
connection that devolve upon the 
citizen as well as the official. 
In 


case of failure on the part of the offi 
cer, the good citizen is in duty 
hound to perform certain duties, 01 
he makes himself also responsible 
Lately in conversation with one o 
our business men, he cominendec 
the course of the BEVIEW in its cf. 
forts for the destruction of the den 
knewn as Idlcwild, and expressed 
the hope that the attack would be 
kept up. We thanked him, but ask- 
ed what was the duty of the citizen, 
the man of business, in the matter 
Tfe replied that it was simply to 
vote for a different man, or organi- 
zation, at the next election, if the 
officials prove direlect. The intima- 
tion was plainly' given that men in 
business, in trade—could not afford 
to meddle with matters of that kind. 
Yes, that is a common theory, but it 
is a mistaken one. No otic can af- 
ford to be meddlesome, to stir up 
strife, but all good citizens can afford, 
and it is their duty, to publicly pro- 
test against wrong doing, or against 
public officials failing to do their du- 
ty,' no matter of what party or 
creed. This attempt to skirk re- 
sponsibility will not do. The faith- 
ful officer takes risks, and he will 
take them much more readily if he 
feels that he has the hearty support 
of the people. 


COL. JOHN \V. FORNEY,whose recent 


death has been noticed in these 
columns, has been a prominent 
character in our national politics for 
many years. He vres born in Lan- 
caster, Pa., in 1817. He served as 
an apprentice in the office of the 
Lancaster 
Iiili-Jlifffiicf, 
became its 


proprietor before he reached his ma- 
jority, and made it one of the most 
influential democratic papers in the 
state. Ho was appointed deputy 
surveyor or the port of Philadelphia 
in 1845, and about this time became 
interested 
in 
the 
Peini^hiruniiiH, 


published at Philadelphia. He was 
elected clork of the lower house of 
congress in 1851, by the democrats, 
and again by the republicans iu 1859. 
In 1857 ho was the 
democratic 


caucus nominee for U. S. Senator 
from 
Pennsylvania, 
but 
Simon 


Cameron's money bought the meager 
democratic 
majority, 
and Col. 


Forney was defeated. Soon after this 
the friendly relations between him 
and President 
Buchannan 
were 


destroyed, and he allied himself 
with his former opponents. He es- j 
tablished the Philadelphia P/vitu in j 
1857, and 
afterwards the Sunday 


Chronicle of Washington, D. C. He 
was elected secretary of the U. S. 
Senate in 1801, and was made col- 
lector of the port of Philadelphia in 
1871. 
Six years later he established 


the Progress, and continued to edit 
it till the time of his death. In 1880, 
when Gen. Hancock was nominated, 
he left his political associates of the 
preceding twenty years, and earnest- 
ly, with voice and pen, advocated his 
election. Col. Forney was one of the 
most vigorous political writers of his 
time, and did much through his 
papers to mould public sentiment. 
During the past few months ho has 
been, with others, making vigorous 
onslaughts on the rings and barnacles 
of Philadelphia, and had 
already 


seen some of the fruits of the labor 
in the election last year, of a reform 
mayor and other city officers. His 
work at this time will be missed, but 
some one will be found to gather up 
the broken thread, and help to weave 
the great web of public life.

Thc best theory is, therefore, 
that as man came by a Divine power to 
this earth, so by the same power can he 
be borne away to some less or more happv 
state. The rumors arid evidence of angelic 
Me, as being widely different from human 
life, are not definite nor conclusive. 
Many years ago the thoughtful and 
learned MeCosh pointed out to us, in a 
large work, the fact that the Creator has 
adopted some one form in his works and 
has followed it everywhere. The five 
senses run thfough the animal world in 
all infinite lesser mutation.

pigeon-holes ready to publish at the hour 
of their death; then comes tho city editor 
with his huge staffof reporters busy night 
and day in searching for items of local 
interest. Each of the heads of depart- 
ments, iudeed, has usually his assistants 
their number and ability depending on 
the means of the journal. 
° 


Outside of the office are the large coriw 


of editorial writers and critics, who usu- 
ally are paid by the column, and beyond 
these again the correspondents and occa 
sional writers, which iu the case of at 
least one New York journal are nuiner 
ous enough to people a village, and ai.r 
found all over the world from the pole to 
the equator. 
This vast force belong 


solely to the editorial department; the 
business columns of the paper are under 
totally separate management.
